A long, long time ago, about October 
16, the 7*“ grade theater enrichment class 
charmed a packed house with its creative, en¬ 
ergetic performance of Winnie the Pooh. In 
this class exercise and his MBA debut. Dr. 
Fuller remained true to A.A. Milne’s classic 
version of 
the stories.

Dr. Fuller 
assembled 
the perfect 
cast. Rob 
DeLaney 
played ex¬ 
cited, agile 
Roo, Knox 
Beasley a 
perpetually

Piglet, and Wesley Langlois the dour Eeyore. 
Officious Rabbit is a an important character 
often called upon to be hospitable, generous, 
and patient, but he 
is much too busy 
and self-important 
to be bothered 
with interruptions. 

Andrew Quinn 
captured the 

comic tension in 
Rabbit’s 
struggle to dis¬ 
guise his selfish¬ 
ness. Richard 
Howell’s Tigger 
was pure energy 
and delight. 

Winnie the 

Pooh, played by 
Chris Webb, was 
everything a Pooh should be—well inten- 
tioned, lovably naive, and a little befuddled 


at times. Though the audience had to suspend 
disbelief to accept 5’8" Will Cade as pre¬ 
school Christopher Robin, his eyes, facial ex¬ 
pressions, and child-like voice modulations 
gave us a convincing portrayal of innocence. 
Dr. Fuller staged the play with mini¬ 
mal props and 
costumes. A lad¬ 
der served as a 
tree in various 
scenes, and roller 
blades helped 
convey the range 
of Tigger’s move¬ 
ments. The actors 
successfully in¬ 
corporated in- 
class exercises of 
mirroring (Tigger 
looks at himself in 
an imaginary mir¬ 
ror) trust fall (ter¬ 
rified Tigger gets 
down from the 
treetop by falling 
to his friends be¬ 
low), and tug of war( all the animals ’^instick” 
Pooh from Rabbit’s front door by pulling) into 
the play itself. 

Though 
Winnie the 
Pooh may be 
viewed by 
some as a 
children’s 
story, more 
mature audi¬ 
ences appreci¬ 
ate the subtle, 
sophisticated 
British humor 
filled with 
puns and un¬ 
derstatement. 
This perfor¬ 
mance de¬ 
lighted all ages 
and reminded us why Winnie the Pooh is a 
classic.

4. Field of Dreams - This movie is just 
as good, old fashioned, American entertain¬ 
ment.

These 
voices turn out to be old baseball players who 
have several lessons to teach him about his 
family, the past, and his life.

5. Dances }^th Wolves - Even though 
this movie is nearly three hours, it never 
ceases to entertain the viewer.

Once 
again Costner gives a great performance, as 
this movie truly captures the events of the 
past. 

6. The Shawshank Redemption - Mov¬ 
ies about prison are almost all forgettable; so 
I was wary going into this one.

One of the most 
underrated actors, Tim Robbins, plays an in¬ 
nocent man who is sent to one of the most 
ruthless prisons in the United States. The plot 
follows his stay until he ingeniously escapes.

7. The Fugitive - This is Harrison Ford 
as his best. He plays the cunning Dr. Richard 
Kimble who was wrongly accused of his 
wife’s murder. As he is shipped to prison, he 
escapes and makes it his personal mission to 
find the tme culprit of his wife’s murder. Al¬ 
though Ford is excellent. Tommy Lee Jones 
steals the show as the investigator tracking 
him down. 

8. Speed - Keanu Reaves might not be 
a great actor, Sandra Bullock’s character may 
be down right annoying, and it may not have 
an ingenious plot, but Speed accomplishes one 
major goal: the film is thrilling. Dennis Hop¬ 
per plays a great villain, and the special ef¬ 
fects are first rate. 

9. Mississippi Burning - This was 
filmed in 1991 and is still one of the most 
powerful films I’ve ever seen. It tells the story 
of racial injustice in Mississippi and the two 
FBI agents that try to stop it Gene Hackman 
gives his usual excellent performance and the 
supporting cast is great.
